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Coffee County Commission chooses road projects for FY-98

In Monday's meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Commission, commis- 
sioners dealt mostly with housekeep- 
ing chores, 

The passing of resolutions, hear- 
ing and granting requests, and ap- 


—proving-the-FY-98 Federal Aid Re-_ 


surfacing Program were major items 
on the agenda. 

Shortly into the meeting, County 
Engineer Randy Tindell asked com- 
missioners to review the recom- 
mended roads to be considered for 
the FY-98 program, and to chose the 
ones to be resurfaced. 

Commissioners had met with the 
engineer in a work session since the 
last commission meeting; therefore, 
a quick review of the proposed pro- 
jects was all that was necessary be- 
fore making their decision. 

Tindell explained, for the benefit 
of the media, that those county roads 
deemed “major collector roads” 
(main thoroughfares which connect 
the population to the work centers) 
by the state highway department are 
eligible for federal aid funds. 

“Less than half of the county’s 
roads qualify as major collectors,” 
said Tindell. 

He stated that even though the 
county has roads that are in worse 
condition than those recommended 
by him for the program, they do not 
qualify for federal aid. 


Commissioners approved the fol- 
lowing roads for the FY-98 project: 
Co. Rd. 206 and a portion of 201 
from AL Hwy. 87 to AL Hwy. 167; 
Co. Rd, 625 from Co, Rd. 636 to the 
Geneva County line; and possibly 
Co. Rd, 622 from Co, Rd. 610 to the 
Enterprise Airport Road. 

__ Tindell estimated the total cost of 


these projects to be $590,000.00-He- 


noted that should the federal funding 
be received, it will only be for 
$402,000.00. The county will have 
to fund all over that amount or cut 
back on the project. 

Turning to other matters, commis- 
sioners heard a request for the Cof- 
fee County Public Building Authori- 
ty for permission to use the county’s 
attorney, Kenneth Fuller. 

Commission Chairman Tom 
Grimsley explained that the authori- 
ty wanted to use Fuller in preparing, 
or handling, any legal documents or 
matters conceming the construction 
of the new Enterprise Courthouse. 
He then made the motion to grant 
the request. 

During the discussion of the mo- 
tion, Commissioner Kayo Lewis 
asked why the authority couldn’t pay 
for its own legal representative. 

Grimsley explained that it really 
didn’t matter since the county has to 
bear the expense whether the attor- 
ney is paid by the commission or 
through the authority. 


The motion passed in a 5-2 vote. 
Commissioners Lewis and Len Ave- 
rett opposed the motion. 

Grimsley presented a proposed 
bill by State Representative Garreth 
Moore which would phase out the 
current supernumerary program for 
certain elected officials in Coffee 
County, and would allow them to 
participate in the State Employees’ 
Retirement System. 7 

This is local legislation (affecting 
only Coffee County) which amends 
the Alabama Constitution of 1901, 
and would have to be voted on by 
the people, 

Should the bill be passed by the 
legislature and signed by the govern- 
or, it probably will not appear on a 
ballot until the next general election 
which will be held in 1998. 

Moore stated that the bill could 
save the county a great deal of mon- 
ey in the future if supernumeraries 
are done away with. They are paid 
out of the county’s general fund. 

At the present time, the county is 
not paying any supemumeraries. The 
late Sheriff H. D. Tillman was the 
only one being paid. There are two 
officials in the county who qualify 
for supernumerary status at some fu- 
ture date. They are: former Sheriff 
Brice Paul and present Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns. 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to support the proposed bill. 


According to Moore, this same bill 
has or is being proposed by 40 other 
counties in Alabama. 

Other items of business acted on 
by the commission were as follows: 

***Voied to have a “discretion- 
ary” administrative meeting on Fri- 
days, preceding the regular bi- 
monthly meeting on the second and 
fourth Mondays of each month, The 
purpose of these mectings will be to 
discuss what is on the agenda, but to 
take no action until the regular meet- 
ing. Commissioners will be notified 
when these meetings are to be held. 


***Adopted the millage rate for 
Coffee County - 7 mills for the gen- 
eral fund, 3.5 mills for the road and 
bridge fund, and 5 mills for county 
schools. 

***Passed a resolution adopting 
the Citizen Participation Plan as re- 
quired by the Alabama Department 
of Community and Economic Af- 
fairs in order to qualify for Commu- 


nity Development Block—-Grant- 


Funds. 

*** Appointed Elba Mayor James 
Grimes to serve on the Council on 
Aging. He replaces Brad Wilson 


who requested that he be removed 
from the council. 

***Approved the commission 
chairman's signing of agreements 
with the state highway department 
on the Mercer Livestock Industrial 
Access Project on Co, Rd. 651 and 
Coffee Gin Industrial Access Project 
on Co. Rds. 708 & 709, 

*** Authorized the highway de- 
partment to send out bid requests for_ 
pipe and motor grader blades. 

***Reappointed Judy Hurley to 
the Goodman Water Authority with 
her term ending in the year 2003.

Elba City Council buys two new police cars

On Monday evening the Elba 
City Council bought two new police 
cars, signed a contract with the 
Chamber of Commerce, made a 
board appointment and heard a pos- 
itive report on an environmental 
matter. Also a routine police report 
was presented and some government 
red tape handled. 

The council awarded the bid on 
two new, full size police cars to Ben 
Atkinson Motors of Tallassee, This 
firm has the state bid on police cars. 
The cars cost $18,741.55 each and 
delivery is set for mid to late April. 
Several local bids were received, but 
they didn’t match the state bid price. 

The council also voted to solicit 
bids on a new pick-up truck for use 
in the recreation department. Bids 
will be solicited for both full size 
and immediate size trucks. Council- 
man Ben Carpenter again voted 
against buying another vehicle. 

The council approved renewal of 
an annual contract with the Elba 


Chamber of Commerce for pro- 
moting the city at the previously ap- 
proved rate of $3,000 a year. 

Mayor James Grimes _ rec- 
ommended the contract be amended 
to place responsibility for the ex- 
penses of receptions, etc. with the 
Chamber because it is illegal for the 
city to fund the food and other re- 
freshments for such events. The 
council agreed. 

William Scarbrough was _ re- 
appointed to another term on the 
Elba Planning & Zoning Board at 
the recommendation of the mayor. 

Grimes was appointed the official 
voting representative to the annual 
League of Municipalities meeting in 
May. Ronnie Hammond was named 
first alternate and John W. Sharpless 
is second alternate, Grimes indicated 
he intended to attend the convention. 

Grimes told council members 
there was still a vacancy on the 
board, as Lamar Kelley resigned dur- 
ing the previous administration and 
had not been replaced. He asked 
council members to give him rec- 
ommendations for this position. 


Circuit Judge dismisses lawsuit 


against the town

A $50,000.00 lawsuit filed 
against the town of New Brockton 
has been dismissed by Circuit Judge 
Thomas E., Head. 

The lawsuit was filed against the 
town after a claim was denied by the 
town council in March of 1996. 

On August 14, 1996, Judge Head 
heard a motion to dismiss the suit by 
the defendants. He granted the mo- 
tion and dismissed case on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1997, 

In the suit, the plaintiff, Jesse 
Snyder, alleges that on or about No- 
vember 8, 1995, he was at his home 
in New Brockton when Jerry Gilbert, 
a New Brockton police officer, ar- 
rested him without just cause. 

It further alleges that he was 
placed in the Coffee County Jail in 
New Brockton, an adult facility, and 
that as a direct and approximate con- 
sequence of Jerry Gilbert's conduct, 
he was injured, 

The lawsuit filed by Snyder 
through his parezits, Edward and Re- 
becca Snyder, claimed that he was 
injured as a result of his arrest. 

The following was listed as his 
injuri¢s: he was caused to suffer hu- 
milialion and indignities; he was 
caused to suffer mental anguish and 
pain; and his reputation was tar-

nished and will continue to suffer the 
same in the future, 

The defendants (officials of the 
Town of New Brockton) asked that 
the case be dismissed based on rele- 
vant statutory and case law, Their at- 
torney pleaded immunity from liabil- 
ity based on an Alabama Code that 
states: “Every peace officer...shall at 
times be deemed to be officers of the 
state, and as such shall have immuni- 
ty from tort liability arising out of 
his or her conduct in performance of 
any discretionary function within the 
line and scope of his or her law en- 
forcement duties.” 

A subsection of the same code 
stated: “This section is intended to 
extend to peace officers and govern- 


_ mental units or agencies authorized 


to appoint peace officers.” 

In signing the order to dismiss the 
lawsuit, Judge Head referred to this, 
quoting the statute: “.,..evidences a 
legislative intent to grant govern- 
mental immunity to Beth police 
officers and their employing munici- 
palities for the type or kind of con- 
duct alleged against Officer Gilbert 
and the Town of New Brockton... 
there is no set of provable facts upon 
which the Plantiffs could prevail in 
this action and the Defendants’ mo- 
tion to dismiss is procedurally appro- 
priate.” 


Water Supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man gave the council copies of a re- 
port from the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management 
(ADEM) on the operation and condi- 
tion of the municipal sewer lagoon 
for the past year. 

The lagoon received a rating of 
37. Mayor Grimes noted that any- 
thing within a 0-70 range was clas- 
sified “very good.” 

The council approved adoption of 
a required agreement with the feder- 
al government to allow Elba to con- 
tinue receiving CDBG grants. It was 
a routine action, associated with the 
change of administration, Grimes 
told council members. 

A request from the fire de- 
partment was tabled for further de- 
tails. The mayor reported the fire 
chief and assistant chief had sug- 
gested the hiring of a private firm, at 
a cost of $1200, to do an ISO in- 
spection before actually calling for 
an official review of Elba’s fire 
fighting abilities. Revealing the 
weaknesses in the system could ul- 
timately save citizens money, 


Grimes explained. The department is 
working to get Elba’s insurance rat- 
ing down from a “#6” to a “#5” and 
thus reduce the cost of fire insurance 
to property owners. 

Councilman John W. Sharpless 
asked the status on establishing a 
used oil disposal dump. City Clerk 
Donnie Morrow reported that used 
oil could now be taken to the city 
barn on the 203 Bypass, across from 
the Work Release barracks. 

Carl Brown, who lives on Martin 
Luther King Drive asked about im- 
proved drainage in that area. He said 
previous administrations had prom- 
ised grants and other relief, but none 
has yet been forthcoming. He was 
assured an immediate review of the 
problems in that area would be done 
and some work by city crews was 
available if that would help. 

Brown asked about city help in- 
stalling the pipe in front of his house 
if he purchased it. He was assured 
the city would help, but cautioned ;

from an aluminum boat. After about 
two hours the boat’s tolling motor 
failed. Brown movied to the narrow, 
front portion of the boat. 

Reportedly, Paul was seated in 
the front of the boat and remained 
there as Brown moved forward. It is 
believed that the weight of both 
youths on the front of the boat 
caused it to capsize. 

Both of the young men, instead of 
remaining with the overturned boat, 
attempted to swim ashore. Paul 
made it and Brown did not. 

Whitehead stated that Brown was 
dressed for cool weather having on 
insulated hunting boots, two shirts, 
and wearing blue jeans. It is prob- 
able that the heavy, water soaked 
clothing made it hard for Brown to 
swim in the water. Neither of the 
youths had on life jackets. 

After getting ashore, Paul ran 
more than a mile to the nearest 
house to call for help. 

Emergency personnel responded 
to the scene from Enterprise, as well 
as from Dothan. Enterprise police 


and Coffee County sheriff's deputies 
also responded to the call for help. 

Divers from the Houston County 
Search and Rescue Squad conducted 
an underwater search of the pond. 
Brown’s body was discovered in 9- 
10 feet of water shortly after 5:00 
p.m. He was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Whitehead. 

An autopsy was performed by the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Sciences in Dothan to determine the 
cause of death. The results were not 
known at press time. 

Paul was taken to Medical Center 
Enterprise and kept overnight for ob- 
servation. According to Whitehead, 
he was suffering from hypothermia. 
He was released on Monday. 

Brown was a junior at New 
Brockton High School. He was the 
son of James and Rebecca Brown of 
New Brockton. His father is the 
chief of New Brockton’s Volunteer 
Fire Department and captain of the 
rescue squad. He owns and operates 
Coffee Auto Repair in New Brock- 
ton. 


Local schools invaded by K-9's 
from 8 law enforcement agencies

Schools in both Elba and Zion 
Chapel had unannounced visitors 
last Friday. 

K-9 units from eight different law 
enforcement agencies came in unan- 
nounced at Elba High School early 
Friday morning. A thorough search 
of classrooms, lockers and vehicles 
on school grounds was made; how- 
ever, no drugs or weapons were 
found. 

Superintendent of Elba City 
Schools Charles Pearce was very 
pleased that no drugs or weapons 
were found on the campus. 

“We are very supportive of these 
unannounced searches and very im- 
pressed with the number of canines 
varticipating in the operation,” said 
Pearce. 

“The increased number of canines 
allows the officers to make a more 
thorough search and do it in a short 
time. This allows classes and school 
activities to be disrupted a minimal 
length of time.” 

After “sweeping” Elba’s school, 
the K-9 units proceeded to Zion 
Chapel High School where the same 
procedure was followed. 

During the search at Zion Chapel 
High School, one of the K-9 units 
“alerted” on a vehicle in the school’s 
parking area several times, 

A search of the vehicle revealed 
seed residue and a marijuana roach, 
Also, a B.B. pistol resembling a 45 
caliber automatic was discovered. 

The owner of the vehicle, Waylen 
J. Littlefield, age 18, was arre 
and charged with possession of mari- 
juana in the second degree. 

Dr. Linda Ingram, principal of 
Zion Chapel High School, said, “! 
am certainly disappointed that any 
drugs were found on campus, but | 
am ue that if they are on campus, 
we have the means to detect them 
and deal with the problem. Drugs 
and guns have no place in schools. 

“Lam very supportive of these un- 
announced searches and any other 
program designed to make campuses 
safe for faculty members and stu- 
dents,” she added. 


Principals and superintendents in 
both school systems have prior 
knowledge that these unannounced 
“drug and weapon sweeps” are go- 
ing to be made; however, they do not 
know the exact date and time. 

They have given their consent 
and have pledged their cooperation 
to law enforcement officials in these 
type operations. 

Coordinating the operation last 
Friday were Coffee County Deputy 
Sheriff Jack Herbert and his partner 
Ferro. They are members of the 12th 
Judicial Circuit Drug Task Force. 

K-9 units from Elba, Enterprise 
Opp, Geneva, Dothan, and Midland 
City Police Departments, along with 
a unit from the Houston County 
Sheriff's Department joined Herbert 
and Ferro in the two searches. 

All of the K-9 units represented 
in Friday's operation are members of 
the Southern States Canine Han- 
diers’ Association, Association

Passing laws will have little impact, because there are hundreds of 
small countries, and/or islands where labs to do cloning could be set up 
in a couple of rooms in any of millions of buildings. It only takes a lit- 
tle knowledge, which has already been published, a couple of test 
tubes, an eye dropper and a small electrical charge and you are in busi- 
ness. While we over simplified the process a bit, it was to make a 
point. As one medical expert said, it isn’t like making an atomic bomb.

Tort reform

sentatives passed three bills ad- 
dressing tort reform. Alabama has 
become known throughout industry 
and business circles for extreme pu- 
nitive damage verdicts in recent 
years. These awards have gotten us 
much attention from the national 
media (attention we would be bet- 
ter off without), We must correct 
the current situation in order to 
guarantee a fair playing field for 
both the consumer and industry. 
The U.S. Supreme Court, with a 
recent ruling on the infamous 


BMW case, has laid the ground 


work for the Alabama Legislature 
to address the issue head on, The 
high court remanded the case back 
to Alabama with the instruction 
that it is unconstitutional for a de- 
fendant not to have any idea the pu- 
nitive consequences of their ac- 
tions, In short, the legislature is 
vested the responsibility of coming 
up with a relationship between 
compensatory and punitive damage 
awards. 

The first bill passed on Tuesday 
deals with a cap on punitive dam- 
ages. As the bill left the House 
headed for the Senate the cap was 
set at three times compensatory

The second bill of the three bill 
package was dealing with a cap on 
mental anguish, This bill was 
passed wiih the limit set at 
$350,000, During the debate on 
these two bills many extraneous 
amendments were offered by ad- 
vocates for the trial lawyers. These 
amendments dealt with exemptions 
for various groups or entities. In 
voting down these amendments the 
trial lawyers tried to posture pro- 
ponents of the bills as insensitive to 
a variety of issues. I’m sure they 
are gearing up for a hard run in 
1998. They feel their power slip- 
ping and it is driving them futs. 

The final bill passed after a long 
day Thursday deals with civil 


fraud. The definition of fraud under 
the so called “Hornsby Court” has 
been modified by judicial law to 
the point it is a trial lawyer's dream 
come true. The bill sets a statute of 
limitations of two years from the 
time you sign a document. You 
can’t wait five or ten years to bring 
suit to challenge the validity of an 
agreement. This seems reasonable 
to me, The bill also deems that by 
signing a contract you are saying 
that you understand it and agree to 
iis terms, While I know that we all 
sign long legally binding contracts 
without reading every word, there 
is a two year window for review by 
a relative or professional if you feel 
you may have been defrauded 

These bills now head for the 
Senate where, I’m sure, there will 
have to be some compromise in or- 
der to have any hope of passage. 
The trial lawyers have a tighter grip 
on the upper chamber than they do 
on the House. Lt, Governor Siegel- 
man now holds the cards. It will be 
unfortunate for the citizens of Al- 
abama if we fail to remedy our cur- 
rent situation. If we are to have 
good high paying jobs here in Al- 
abama to offer our children, it must 
be done.

America Needs A Balanced Budget Amendment 


This week the U.S. House of 
Representatives will vote on perhaps 
the single most important piece of 
legislation of the whole 105th Con- 
gress, the Balance Budget Amend- 
ment. 

The Amendment is seen as es- 
sential by a majority of Americans 
who know the only way to ever reach 
a balanced federal budget is through 
the full weight of a Constitutional 
mandate. 

If the historic 104th Congress 
forced the Clinton Administration to 
join with most Americans in support- 
ing the idea of a balanced budget by 
2002, then that was just the first step. 
As we are already seeing, the Admin- 
istration — while talking about bal- 
ancing' the budget over the next five 
years — is now offering a question- 
able budget plan which will fail in that 
goal. 

Let’s look closely at the 
Administration’s balanced budget 
plan. 

1.) Does the President’s bud- 
get reach balance by 2002 and remain 
in balance after that? Answer: No. 
Under the best case scenario, the 
Administration’s budget will be $50 
billion short of balance in 2002. Inthe 
worst case, the budget will be $70 
billion in the red. 

2.) Does the Administration’s 
budget contain permanent family tax 
relief? Answer: No. The White House 
budget cancels its proposed, limited 
tax cuts if needed to get a balanced 
budget, resulting ina tax INCREASE 
in 2001 and 2002 after the President 
leaves office. 

3.) Does the Administration’s 
budget seriously attempt to bring down 
annual budget deficits? Answer: No. 
The White House’s budget essentially 
does nothing about the annual deficits 
for the first three years and then lets 


the hammer fall in the fourth and fifth 
year. Clinton once again back-loads 
75 percent of the tough budget cutting 
decisions until after he has left office. 

But that’s not all. The 
Administration’s budget goes on a 
spending binge at a time when 
America can least afford it. For ex- 
ample, the President’s budget calls 
for $188 billion more in discretionary 
(non entitlement) spending than in 
last year’s congressional budget reso- 
lution. He seeks to create six new 
entitlement programs totaling about 
$58.5 billion. And he expands wel- 
fare spending by $20 billion. 

Meanwhile, House and Senate 
conservatives have a balanced budget 
plan which reaches fiscal equilibrium 
in 2002 through spending cuts and 
permanent tax relief for America’s 
working families. Unfortunately, our 
plan was vetoed by the White House 
last year and it will surely meet the 
same fate again this year. 

But a balanced budget amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution will 
force the politicians and bureaucrats 
in Washington to permanently change 
the way they do business. It will force 
them to be accountable for every one 
of your tax dollars that they spend. 

The balanced budget amend- 
ment is not just a financial issue, it is 
amoral one. There is nothing moral 
about leaving every newborn an addi- 
tional tax burden of $200,000 just to 
cover the interest on the national debt. 
It will put a stop to the current White 
House balanced budget shell game 
which only adds to America’s debt 
while depriving you and your chil- 
dren of a better life through lower 
interest rates and higher incomes. 

Americans want and deserve a 
balanced budget, and a constitutional 
amendmentis the only way to achieve 
it.

A Moment In Black 
History

Nina Mae McKinney was the first 
black female motion picture star. she 
was born Nannie Mayme McKinney in 
1913 in Lancaster, South Carolina. Her 
family moved to New York and, when 
she was only seventeen, she appeared on 
Broadway in the Lew Leslie musical re- 
view, Blackbirds of 1928. Kind Vidor, a 
motion picture producer, saw a_per- 
formance and offered her the principal 
role of "chick" in his motion picture, 
Hallelujah. Thus, she emerged as the 
first recognized Black actress of the sil- 
ver screen, The energetic leading lady 
was an overweight sensation. As the 
tempting vamp, a role purportedly writ- 
ten for Blackbirds star, Ethel Waters, she 
became the motion picture industry's 
first Black love goddess. 

Her last significant screen role was 
that of the knife-wielding antagonist in 
the 1947 film Pinky, which starred Ethel 
Waters. Although Nina Mae McKinney's 
career did not soar, her initial portrayal 
of the sultry "chick" became the standard 
for entering ladies in the motion picture 
industry. She died in 1967.
